One 
thing  is  I'm  turned  off  by 
some  of  the  heavy  political 
rap.  You  make  a  pitch  in 
your  renewal  thing  about 
compassion  and  cooperation, 
but  I've  been  turned  off  by 
the  hostile,  punitive  and  gen- 
erally non-compassionate 
opinions  that  seem  to  take 
precedence  from  time  to  time. 
True  our  friendly  city  offi- 
cials, community  leaders  and 
the  establishment  in  general 
haven't  been  fair  and  balanced 
in  their  control  of  the  media 
either,  but  playing  the  game 
their  way  just  perpetuates  the 
whole  damn  thing.  In  particu- 
lar I'm  complaining  about  the 
news  program.  Local  news  is 
okay  but  you're  just  to  heavi- 
ly into  these  things  for  me. 
Lee  Otis  Johnson  is  a  big  story 
and  worth  covering,  but  you 
overdo  these  things.  I'm  still 
looking  for  a  news  source  that 
at  least  attempts  a  balanced 
presentation  of  views  -  you 
ain't  it.  The  best  thing  you  do 
is  present  lots  of  direct  live 
interviews,  keep  that  up  -  but 
also  how  about  letting  me  lis- 
ten to  Nixon's  state  of  the 
union  speech  without  the 
cutesy  cheering  and  chanting 
drowning  it  out.  I'm  no  fan 
of  our  cheerless  leader,  but 
neither  do  I  find  listening  to 
a  lot  of  chanting  very  inform- 
ative -  some  interviews  with 
the  demonstrators  would  have 
been  more  helpful. 

Looking  back  over  the  last 
couple  of  years  listening  to 
KPFT  there  are  a  few  things

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These  are  the  people  who 
donate  the  time  and  energy  to 
make  fm  90  a  reality.  They 
produce  programs,  review 
cultural  events,  edit  tapes, 
type,  file,  gather  news,  answer 
phones,  and  all  for  no  finan- 
cial renumeration  -  without 
their  help  there  would  be  no 
free  speech  radio  in  Houston. 
If  you  wish  to  help  them  call 
or  come  by  Pacifica. 
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We  begin  with  apologies 
for  the  lateness  of  last 
month's  Radio  Guide.  We 
changed  Guide  editors  and 
printers  in  the  same  month 
and  somehow  it  just  didn't  all 
come  together,  what  with  the 
labeling  machine  breaking 
down  and  the  heroic  effort  of 
a  bunch  of  staff  and  vol- 
unteers who  went  insane 
pasting  labels  on  2,500 
Guides  by  hand.  Not  to 
mention  the  anguish  of  the 
Post  Office  clerks  when  we 
delivered  the  stuff  to  them 
improperly  divided  according 
to  their  exotic  Zip  system. 

With  hopes  that  this 
month's  Guide  is  in  your 
hands  on  time,  you  will  no 
doubt  notice  that  for  some 
odd  reason  you  got  two  of 
them.  This  is  not  a  mistake, 
believe  it  or  not.  We  have 
handed  you  some  responsibil- 
ity without  asking  first.  This 
month  we  printed  twice  as 
many  Guides  as  we  needed, 
the  idea  being  that  if  each 
subscriber  got  two,  he  or  she 
could  give  one  to  a  friend 
who  was  not  a  subscriber, 
hoping  that  that  friend  would 
then  look  it  over,  listen  to  the 
station,  and  become  a  spon- 
sor like  yourself. 

Not  that  we  could  afford 
to  print  all  those  extra  copies. 
We  simply  went  without  pay 
the  second  week  in  March.  So 
please  don't  throw  your  extra 
away  or  let  it  sit  around. 
Somebody  didn't  make  a  car 
payment  to  get  it  to  you. 

You  see,  it  becomes  more 
and  more  obvious  to  us  that 
the  only  way  to  get  this  sta- 
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tion  supported  in  a  hurry  is  if 
each  subscriber  simply  gets 
one  friend  to  subscribe.  That 
would  do  it.  We  might  even 
be  able  to  turn  back  the  gov- 
ernment money  we  have  to 
accept  now  to  stay  on  the  air. 
Interesting  thing  about 
that  government  money. 
Each  year  KPFT,  like  all  pub- 
lic  radio  stations,  gets 
$15,000  from  the  Corpora- 
tion for  Public  Broadcasting, 
a  government-financed  corpo- 
ration. We  just  found  out  that 
Oveta  Culp  Hobby  is  on  the 
board  of  directors  of  that 
corporation  and  that  the 
Houston  Post  gave  it 
$10,000.  Infuriated  that  local 
money  was  being  sent  outside 
the  area  when  a  vital  project 
exactly  like  that  being  sup- 
ported by  the  CPB  exists  in 
Houston,  it  suddenly  oc- 
curred to  us  that,  for  that 
matter,  Mrs.  Hobby's  money 
is  coming  to  KPFT.  She  gives 
the  CPB  $10,000,  the  CPB 
gives  us  $15,000.  So  as  long 
as  her  support  of  CPB  con- 
tinues, we  could  accept  at 
least  the  $10,000,  couldn't 
we?  Well,  no.  We  prefer  direct 
local  support.  Mrs.  Hobby, 
wouldn't  you  like  to  give  that 


right  to  us  instead  of  going 
through  all  that  red  tape? 

ON  BEING  TWO 

If  you  didn't  make  it  to 
the  party  celebrating  KPFT's 
second  birthday  March  1 ,  you 
missed  a  great  day.  We  had  so 
many  musicians  up  here  play- 
ing live  on  the  air  that  we 
began  to  lose  track;  banjoes, 
sitars,  guitars,  accordions, 
electric  pianos,  played  by 
folk  freaks,  classical  freaks, 
oriental  freaks,  and  rock 
freaks. 

(Which  reminds  us  of  the 
piano.  We  expect  our  new 
studio  to  be  finished  about 
May  15  and  we're  dying  for  a 
piano.  For  that  matter,  Abbie 
Lipschutz,  who's  doing  a  live 
music  program  two  Monday 
nights  each  month,  is  dying 
for  one  right  now.  Any  help?) 

When  the  party  was  all 
over  and  the  beer  kegs  hauled 
away,  we'd  picked  up  24  new 
subscribers  and  somehow 
collected  $518,  which  was  a 
pretty  nice  birthday  present 
for  a  two-year-old. 

ON  GETTING  GREEDY 

In  our  third  year  we're 
getting  tired  of  the  financial 


crush.  We  can't  expand  and 
provide  you  with  the  services 
we  promised  because  we  can't 
afford  the  equipment  and  we 
owe  too  much.  So  we've 
started  a  giant  fund-raising 
drive.  The  goal  is  $67,000. 
That  breaks  down  like  this: 
funding  of  the  new  Show  Biz 
department,  $13,000;  a  new 
remote  broadcast  van, 
$20,000;  equipment  for  the 
production  studio,  $4,000; 
accounts  payable,  $13,500; 
and  back  pay,  $16,500.  That 
doesn't  include  anything  for 
retirement  of  the  $30,000 
debt  we  have,  but  we  can 
handle  that  if  we  can  clear  up 
this  other  stuff. 

How  will  we  raise  it?  We'll 
ask  a  few  people  for  as  much 
as  $5,000,  a  lot  more  for 
$1,000,  and  a  whole  lot  more 
to  either  subscribe  at  the 
Exalted  Order  of  the  Bird 
level  of  $250  a  year  or  step 
up  their  current  subscriptions 
to  that  level.  (Incidentally,  at 
long  last  we  are  really  going 
to  have  the  silver  Pacifica  bird 
pins  for  the  Bird  subscribers 
that  we  promised  last  year.  If 
you're  still  waiting,  please 
hold  on  a  little  bit  longer; 
they're  ordered.)

New  York  State  Civil  Rights 
Law  79-h: 

"Notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  any  general  or 
specific  law  to  the  contrary, 
no  professional  journalist  or 
newscaster  employed  or 
otherwise  associated  with  any 
newspaper,  magazine,  news 
agency,  press  association, 
wire  service,  radio  or  tele- 
vision transmission  station  or 
network,  shall  be  adjudged  in 
contempt  by  any  court,  the 
legislature  or  other  body 
having  contempt  powers,  for 
refusing  or  failing  to  disclose 
any  news  or  the  source  of  any 
such  news  coming  into  his 
possession  in  the  course  of 
gathering  or  obtaining  news 
for  publication  or  to  be  pub- 
lished  in  a  newspaper, 
magazine,  or  for  broadcast  by 
a  radio  or  television  trans- 
mission station  or  network, 
by  which  he  is  professionally 
employed  or  otherwise  assoc- 
iated in  a  news  gathering 
capacity." 

First  Amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United 
States: 

"Congress  shall  make  no 
law  .  .  .  abridging  the  freedom 
of  speech,  or  of  the 
press  ..." 

That  seems  clear  enough. 

The  law  notwithstanding, 
however,  New  York  State 
Supreme  Court  Justice  Gerald 
P.  Culkin  last  month  threw 
Pacifica/New  York's  manager 
Ed  Goodman  into  the  hoose- 
gow  for  refusing  to  turn  over 
some  tapes  to  the  District 
Attorney. 


The  case,  which  came  out 
of  nowhere  and  involved 
tapes  of  WBAI's  live  coverage 
of  1970's  Tombs  prison  riots, 
has  taken  the  constitutional 
issue  of  privileged  informa- 
tion to  a  new  level  and  could 
ultimately  be  part  of  the 
foundation  that  legislation 
recognizing  the  existence  and 
difference  of  electronic  media 
is  built  on. 

Simply  enough,  during  the 
riots,  WBAI  carried  about  30 
hours  of  live  coverage  as  the 
prisoners  took  over  the 
Tombs.  Part  of  that  coverage 
was  on-air  telephone  calls 
from  prisoners  inside  the 
walls  of  the  jail,  prisoners 
who  had  gained  access  to  a 
phone  and  reported  to  WBAI 
what  was  going  on  in  there, 
which  made  for  pretty  spec- 
tacular radio. 

The  Manhattan  District 
Attorney,  Frank  S.  Hogan, 
subpoenaed  the  tapes  of  that 
live  coverage.  All  of  it.  That  is 
customarily  called  a  "fishing 
expedition." 

Goodman  asserted  that  (a) 
WBAI  was  not  obliged  to  give 
up  the  tapes  under  New  York 
law,  (b)  the  anonymous 
phone  calls  were  made  to 
WBAI  because  prisoners  trus- 
ted the  station,  and  the  sta- 
tion should  not,  therefore, 
submit  the  prisoners'  taped 
voices  to  some  sort  of  voice- 
print  analysis  that  might 
reveal  identities;  (c)  WBAI 
was  not  an  information 
gathering  arm  of  any  law  en- 
forcement agency;  and  (d) 
the  programs  had  not  become 
part  of  the  public  domain 
simply  because  they  had  been 
broadcast;  they  were  aired 
fleetingly  and  ceased  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  per- 
manence, unless  perhaps  the 
station  had  recorded  the 
event,  which,  for  all  anybody 
knows,  it  never  did. 

Now,  there  is  a  great  deal 
of  governmental  control  over

all  electronic  media,  because 
there  is  a  popular  notion  that 
there  are  a  limited  number  of 
broadcast  channels  in  the  air- 
waves. That  on  the  entire  FM 
band  there  are  only  so  many 
stations  possible.  That  means 
there  is  "limited  access"  to 
the    medium,    unlike    print 


media,  which  can  come  in  all 
forms,  cheap  and  expensive, 
and  are  pretty  accessible: 
anybody  can  write  a  letter 
and  make  ten  copies  of  it 
somehow. 

So  it  is  that  there  is  broad- 
cast legislation  which,  no 
matter    how    cleverly    you 


cover  it  and  interpret  it  and 
write  briefs  about  it,  does  in 
fact  "make  a  law  abridging 
the  freedom  of  speech" 
making  such  a  law  that 
Congress  has  denied  itself  the 
right  to  make. 

New  York's  law  is,  as  we 
have  seen,  quite  clever: 
".  .  .  no  professional  journal- 
ist..  .  shall  be  adjudged  in 
contempt  by  any 
court ...  for  refusing  ...  to 
disclose  any  news ..."  The 
prosecution  argued,  and  the 
judge  agreed,  that  once  the 
material  was  broadcast  it  was 
in  the  public  domain  and 
ceased  to  be  what  is  common- 
ly called  "privileged  informa- 
tion." 

Deciding  that,  the  judge 
ordered  Goodman  to  give  up 
the  tapes,  Goodman  refused, 
and  the  judged  sentenced  him 
to  thirty  days  in  jail,  to  which 
jail  he  was  immediately 
taken,  much  to  his  surprise. 

Good  man  languished  in 
jail  without  his  bubble  gum, 
stripped  of  his  Vick's  inhaler, 
a  common  criminal.  For  44 
hours  lawyers  tried  every- 
thing, ultimately  getting  U.S. 
District  court  Judge  Marvin 
Frankel  to  issue  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  for  him,  temp- 
orarily freeing  him.  Since 
then,  judges  in  New  York 
have  gone  through  some 
Byzantine  re-shuffline,  get- 
ting their  courtesies  straight, 
and  Frankel's  order  has  been 
rescinded  on  the  understand- 
ing that  a  similar  order  will 
come  from  a  state  court,  and 
in  case  it  doesn't  and 
Goodman  is  once  again  tossed 
into   jail,   the   Federal  court 


will  then  release  him. 
Whether  this  means  Goodman 
might  wind  up  spending  more 
time  in  jail  is  uncertain,  al- 
though it  appears  likely. 

The  situation  is  discoura- 
ging. Culkin,  the  judge  who 
originally  sentenced  Good- 
man said  the  purpose  of  the 
state  civil  rights  law  was  "to 
protect  the  source  of  inform- 
ation supplied  to  the  press" 
but  was  "not  intended  to 
hamper  the  district  attorney's 
attempt  to  investigate  crimi- 
nal acts  and  to  bring  the 
miscreants  to  justice." 

Judge  Frankel  said,  woe- 
fully, "There  is  a  definite 
trend  against  freedom  of 
speech.  We  must  resist  the 
government's  use  of  the 
media  for  information  pur- 
poses. 

This  question  was  brought 
up  by  Goodman  at  last 
December's  Pacifica  National 
Board  of  Directors  meeting 
and  the  board  approved  a  re- 
solution which  stated  "After 
consideration  of  Pacifica  past 
policy  and  of  recent  events  at 
our  stations,  this  Board 
declares  that  our  adherence 
to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the 
first  amendment  and 
applicable  state  statutes  leads 
the  Pacifica  Foundation  to 
reassert  its  determination  to 
protect  the  identity  and  con- 
fidentiality of  our  news 
sources  when  necessary  to 
preserve  the  free  flow  of  in- 
formation." 

And  Goodman  recently 
asked,  "Is  there  a  'chilling 
effect'  on  what  we  broadcast 
and  who  participates  if  on-air 
program  participants  come  to 


realize  that  anything  they  say 
may  emerge  as  part  of  the 
prosecution's  case  against 
them?" 

So  Pacifica  joins  the  ranks 
of  The  New  York  Times  and 
the  Columbia  Broadcasting 
System  (although  none  of 
their  people  ever  went  to  jail 
for  their  sins)  in  the  battle  to 
preserve  the  absolute  inter- 
pretation of  the  first  amend- 
ment.

NEW  YORK  (UPI)- Most 
Americans  are  happy,  but  the 
happiest  of  all  are  very  reli- 
gious married  women,  aged 
18  to  34,  in  the  middle- 
income  bracket. 


That  was  the  finding  of  a 
telephone  survey  conducted 
by  the  advertising  firm  of 
Batten,  Barton,  Durstine  & 
Osborn  Inc.  (BBDO),  in 
which  402  persons  over  18 
are  asked  "...  How  happy 
would  you  say  you  are  these 
days:  Very  happy,  somewhat 
happy,  or  not  too  happy?" 

Only  about  10  per  cent 
admitted  being  "not  too 
happy."  On  the  positive  side, 
the  "somewhats"  outnumber- 
ed the  "verys,"  but  the  sur- 
vey indicated  most  people  are 
reasonably  content  with  their 
lot. 

"Despite  the  fact  that 
many  women  are  rebelling 
against  the  chains  of  'male 
chauvinism,'  36.4  per  cent  of 
the  women  surveyed  claimed 
to  be  'very  happy'  in  contrast 
to  28.1  per  cent  of  the 
men ..."    BBDO   Reported.

Goddam  the  phone  com- 
pany. KPFT  leases  from  it, 
among  other  things,  a  special 
phone  line  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil chamber  and  another  one 
to  the  School  Board  room. 
These  are  the  lines  we  used 
to  use  to  carry  the  live  broad- 
casts of  the  meetings  of  these 
two  august  bodies.But  lately... 
two  august  bodies.  But  lately... 

On  January  19,  this  year, 
when  Mitch  Green  showed  up 
at  City  Council  chambers  to 
set  up  for  the  broadcast  that 
day,  he  discovered  the  phone 
line  was  gone.  Removed. 
Someone  from  the  phone 


company  had  taken  it  away. 
The  bill  was  up  to  date.  But 
the  phone  line  was  gone. 

We  didn't  broadcast  the 
Council  that  day.  The  phone 
company,  through  a  series  of 
recorded  voices,  insisted  on 
checking  the  line  to  see  if 
something  was  wrong  with  it 
and  refused  to  hear  the  simple 
explanation  that  we  couldn't 
broadcast  because  the  line  was 
gone.  Ultimately,  a  recorded 
voice  called  and  said  service 
had  been  restored.  We  found 
that  the  line  had  been 
returned. 

On  February  14,  the  line 
to  the  School  Board  was  out 
of  order.  Service  was  restored, 
but  we  didn't  broadcast  from 
the  meeting  that  night.  We 
got  a  lot  of  phone  calls  about 
that. 

Two  days  later,  at  Council 
chambers,  the  line  was  gone 
again.  Someone  apparently 
has  the  job  of  removing  it 
from  time  to  time.  We  didn't 
work.  We  started  finding  clev- 
er ways  of  broadcasting 
through  normal  telephones. 
But  we  missed  the  first  part 
of  the  meeting. 

On  March  13,  the  School 
Board  line  was  out  again.  Two 


months  in  a  row  that  we  were 
unable  to  broadcast  the 
School  Board  meeting  because 
of  the  phone  company.  We 
called  and  called  and  got  no 
action  (Scoop  Sweeney,  in 
fact,  dialing  Operator,  got  a 
wrong  number).  So  we  an- 
nounced on  the  air  what  the 
phone  company's  service  num- 
ber was,  and  what  our  phone 
line  number  was,  and  asked 
listeners  who  wanted  to  hear 
the  School  Board  meeting  to 
call  in. 

Now  we  hate  to  suggest 
that  something's  fishy  .   .  . 

Whereas  we  only  use  the 
school  board  line  one  day 
each  month,  and  it  hadn't 
worked  for  two  months,  we 
felt  we  shouldn't  have  to  pay 
for  it.  That  line  costs  $24 
every  month.  Same  for  the 
School  Board. 

The  business  office  in- 
formed us  that  if  the  company 
can  restore  service  within  48 
hours  their  contractual  obli- 
gation is  fulfilled,  and  they 
did  in  fact  restore  service  in 
that  time  period  in  each  case. 
Which  doesn't  help  us  at  all. 

And  brings  us  to  this  kind 
of  protest  against  the  only 
phone  company  in  town.  Any- 


one who  was  in  New  York  five 
years  ago  recognizes  the  symp- 
tons:  the  telephone  doesn't 
work  anymore.  The  disease  is 
in  its  early  stages,  but  it  moves 
fast. 

What  can  be  done?  Well 
we  don't  think,  for  starters, 
that  we  should  have  to  pay 
$24  phone  bills  for  something 
that  doesn't  work.  Unfortu- 
nately, no  one  is  in  charge  at 
the  phone  company,  so  if  you 
want  to  protest,  as  we  wish 
you  would,  you'll  just  have  to 
call  the  business  office. 

However,  when  the  thing 
breaks  down  again  and  you're 
all  prepared  to  hear  the  City 
Council,  you  should  call  the 
repair  department  and  bitch 
like  mad.  The  repair  depart- 
ment's number  is  simph/,4102, 
You  have  to  refer  to  our 
phone  line  numbers,  which 
are,  the  School  Board, 
l-PT-374,  and  for  the  Coun- 
cil, l-PT-373. 

If  you  happen  to  have 
some  interest  in  a  little  deep- 
er battle  against  the  phone 
company,  perhaps  these  items 
will  interest  you  (the  mention 
about  bugging  comes  because 
we  have  so  many  bugs  on  our 
lines  that  sometimes  we  can't 
even  use  them): 


Generally,  if  you  hear  a  consistent  clicking  or  motor  noise  or  a  high 
frequency  sound  for  a  period  of  over  24  hours  there  is  a  good 
chance  your  phone  is  bugged.  Once  in  a  while  the  clicking  is  due  to 
the  phone  company,  which  does  periodic  checks  of  everyone's  lines 
through  a  computer.  If  you  have  good  service,  the  check  takes  at 
most  a  couple  of  hours.  If  your  phone  is  bugged  there  are  several 
commercial  de-bugging  groups  in  cities  around  the  country.  Do  not 
use  your  own  line  to  call  about  a  tapped  phone  if  you  suspect  it  is 
tapped.  It  is  not  illegal  to  remove  an  illegal  bug  from  your  phone. 

U.S.  GOVERNMENT  INVESTIGATING  PHONES  ...  For  what  it's 
worth,  there  are  many  people  and  agencies  within  the  government 


legislation  dealing  with  AT&T  and  its  monopoly  holdings. 

EQUAL  EMPLOYMENT  OPPORTUNITY  COMMISSION  ...  is 
doing  a  massive  study  of  AT&T.  They  tried  a  year  ago  to  prohibit 
nationwide  AT&T  rate  increases  until  the  phone  company  stopped 
racist  hiring  policies.  EEOC  lawyers  didn't  make  it  that  time,  but 
the  FCC  is  giving  them  another  chance  as  a  new  round  of  increases 
comes  up  for  review.  The  only  concrete  proposal  that  will  come  out 
of  a  favorable  ruling  by  the  FCC  is  likely  to  be  another  federal  level 
regulatory  agency.  At  any  rate,  the  findings  of  the  Commission  are 
filled  with  a  lot  of  good  muckraking  on  AT&T,  and  if  the  facts  fall 
on  deaf  ears  in  the  government,  at  least  the  people  may  know.  They 


doing  research  preparing  legislation,  conducting  hearings  on  AT&T. 
For  folks  with  well-documented  or  outrageous  cases  against  the 
phone  company  of  misconduct,  wiretapping,  racism,  invasion  of 
privacy,  infringement  of  constitutional  rights,  unresponsiveness  to 
community  need,  etc.,  who  don't  know  what  to  do  with  their  infor- 
mation, they  can  get  in  touch  with  the  following  people.

GRASSROOTS  ...  is  a  consumer  group  that  is  taking  on  the  phone 
company  as  a  first  step  toward  building  a  mass-based,  multi-target 
consumer  protection  movement.  They  have  developed  a  three  front 
attack  strategy  to  confront  the  phone  company.  First,  they  plan  to 
organize  large  numbers  of  telephone  users  who  will  threaten  to  not 
pay  their  bills.  Second,  they  plan  to  work  to  get  the  federal  regula- 
tory agencies  to  actually  regulate.  Third,  they  want  to  organize 
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massive  congressional  lobbying  and  stockholder  pressure.  Through 
these  tactics  they  hope  to  improve  the  quality  of  service,  keep  rates 
down  and  create  effective  community  control  of  the  phone  com- 
pany. At  this  point  they  have  only  the  strength  to  use  the  first  two 
tactics,  but  by  reacting  to  community  need,  rather  than  creating 
issues,  they  feel  their  movement  will  snowball.  Grassroots  works 
mostly  in  New  York  City  and  hopes  to  get  organizing  packets  to- 
gether so  other  people  can  start  locally  elsewhere.  They  plan  to  start 
a  consumer  complaint  center  to  improve  communication  among  dis- 
satisfied people.

equipment,  pounced  on  by 
Hubert  Beatty,  an  official  of 
the  organization,  asked  whom 
she  represented  and  then, 
when  she  said  the  magic  word 
"Pacifica",  was  grabbed  by 
the  arm  and  thrown  out. 

She  returned  to  the  station 
with  a  big  red  welt  on  her 
arm  and  decided  to  go  to  the 
District  Attorney's  office 
about  the  matter  where  she 
was  advised  she  could  file 
charges  of  aggravated  assault 
against  Beatty.  Which  she  did. 

One  should  understand 
that  it's  not  easy  representing 
Pacifica.  A  couple  of  months 
ago  reporter  Beth  Moffett, 
covering  the  Children  of  God 
hearing,  was  ordered  out  of  a 
hospital  room  where  County 
Judge  Bill  Elliott  was  listen- 
ing to  testimony  about  Lee 
Parmeter,  supposedly  gone 
insane  and  kidnapped  by  the 
COG.  Beth  said  she  was 
moving  her  microphone, 
which  was  nestled  in  with  a 
host  of  others  and  was  label- 
ed  "PACIFICA",  when 
Elliott  simply  turned  to  her 
and  said,  "Get  out."  She 
argued  with  him  and  he  re- 
iterated his  order,  and  she  got 
out.  Other  newsmen  who 
were  taping  and  filming  were 
not  in  any  way  hampered  for 
making  nuisances  of  them- 
selves. Nor  could  it  have  been 
an  attack  against  Beth  herself, 
who  was  a  new  reporter  and 
surely  unknown  to  Elliott. 

And  some  months  earlier 
the  American  Legion,  holding 
its  convention  here,  tried  to 
refuse  access  to  Gary  Thiher, 
claiming  our  coverage  would 
be  "biased".  Our  intention,  as 
Legion  officials  had  been  in- 
formed, was  going  to  be  live 
and  unedited,  which  could 
seem  to  some  organizations 
that  tend  to  look  foolish  in 
real  life  to  be  a  biased  way  of 
covering  their  event. 

This  all  perhaps  comes 
from  Pacifica's  rude  manner 
of  asking  impertinent  ques- 
tions of  public  officials,  from 
Mitch  Green's  famous  hand- 
ling of  the  Mayor's  press  con- 
ferences (the  voice  you  heard 
asking   the  question  on  the 


TV  news  was  usually  that  of 
Mitch),  from  Houston's  lack 
of  familiarity  with  curious 
newsmen  (when  George 
McGovern  had  a  private  press 
briefing  here  last  fall,  only 
Pacifica  reporters  and  the 
Post's  Lynn  Ash  by  asked 
questions.  An  editorial  writer 
from  the  Chronicle  got  all  his 
information  by  sitting  there 
like  a  lump  and  asking 
nothing;  then  presumably 
made  important  editorial 
decision  about  McGovern.), 
and  of  course  from  the  some- 


times unusual  appearance  of 
Pacifica  reporters,  what  with 
blue  jeans  and  pullover  shirts 
standing  out  somewhat  in  a 
crowd  of  neatly  packaged 
Houston  newsmen  (and  your 
occasional  woman). 

All  these  things  bode  ill 
for  our  coverage  of  the 
Democratic  and  Republican 
National  Conventions  this 
summer.  Right  now  we 
possess  floor  passes  for  both 
conventions;  it'll  be  interest- 
ing to  see  if  they're  honored.
